Eiuley's message asks- Congress to 
authorize him to take measures to se- 
cure the termination of hostilities in 
Cuba and to secure the establishment 


f stable government there and tonne 
be military and naval forces of the 
uited States as may be necessary for 
he purpose. The President says the 
nly hope of relief from a condition 
bioh can no longer be endnred is the 
cforced pacification of the Island. The 
ssue is now with Congress and he 
waits action, standing prepared to 
arry oat every obligation imposed oa 
im by the constitution. Spain's de- 
ree for suspension of hostilities is sub- 
mitted to Congress for jast and careful 
ttention with the observation that if 
be measure attains a successful result 
heo our aspirations as a peace loving 
eople will be realized. If it rails it 
nil be another justification of oar eon- 
einplated action, The Maine incident 
gurea prominently in the message. 
The President argues that the wreck of 
he Maine in Havana harbor shows that 
Spain is not able to guarantee security 
o foreign vessel. Spain has offered to 
ubmit to arbitration all the differ- 
ences which may arise from the aflair. 


Senator Foraker and White express 


much dissatisfaction over the Presi- 
eut'b message. It ia understood that 
VlcKinley is inviting deliberation on 
he part of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee.

It was shown through the diplomatic

ntted by a special Act of the Legisla 


lure of the Stale of Nevada, approved March 
8, 1897. 
It is the largest city on the line o 


the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra, 
memo, California, and Ogden, Ulah, has had 
a steady and coulimtous growth ever since it 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rock' 
mountains. Its resources are agricultural anr 
pastoral rather than those of mines. 
It is th 


terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred anc 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R 
extending north eighty miles. 
It is the sea 


of the State University, of the State Hospita 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul 
tural Society. 
At the general election o 


1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti 
mated population is 6,500. 
Its assessed valua 


lion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745, 
890 whicii was upon a low and very conserva 
live basis of valuation. 
Its total bonded in 


debtedness from all sources is $45,000. Th 
total rate of taxation in tlie year 1897 foi 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author 


ized, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeclini 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct" 
ing munirinal water works, and in a necessar, 
sum for constructing municipal electric ligh 
works'. 
A special election was culled by th 


City Council fur October 7, 1897 at whicl 
election the electors of Ihe ci y voted in favo 
of -bonding the cily in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum o 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant b 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 j gain si 
In December 1897 an action in quo warrant 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne 
vuda by Mr, A. G. Fletcher in which the con 
stitutionality ol the Incorporation rtct was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and 
sufficiency 


of the specinl election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. 
On the 23rd. day of 


February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada tiled ils unanimous opinion in the action 
in which il srstained the constitutionality of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in ench and every particular, 
The City 


Council is authorized by law lo raise the nec- 
essary funds with whicii to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the pri cipal 
by eilher direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against users or by 
both.
